six mouths sentence, and over two months additional time, pending my appeal, 
to the U. & Supreme Court.. The decision was an important one to our 
people: I was compelled to honor the manhood and honesty. of Justices 
Miller and Field (who dissented from the decision against me,) amidst the 
prejudiced condition of the people towards us. I did feel I had good reason 
to hepe for a different decision from that which the court rendered. I only 
wonder that I should have been so simple as to expect justice to be done us 
while wo are so unpopular. I can truly say my spirits were buoyant and my 
heart was very happy while I lay in prison. My happiness arose from a con- 
sciousness that my imprisonment and the stripes I bore were only evidences 
of my fidelity to my God, and that I still possessed the love and confidence of 
His people and my loved wives and children. The MILLENNIAL STAR you 
so kindly sent us was of great comfort, for which I thank you. We were the 
recipients of very many favors extended to us by friends we shall not be able 
to repay in this world, as we cannot know them all. There were books, 
papers, flowers, music, fruits, and as many good things to eat—yes, more than 
we could get permission to receive, inasmuch as great quantities of things had 
to be returned by those who brought them. I must not neglect to acknow- 
ledge the goodness of the Lord, who miraculously healed me of a sore affliction 
that appeared to require the attention of a skilled surgeon (this, however, was 
denied me). With the exception of this trouble, 1 — nent 
health, and now weigh 170 pounds. 

The only sadness I felt was when I of. the. 
my ‘wives and little children, whose faces grew pale as they looked upon ua in 
our prison home, and contemplating, as I often did, the further affliction of 
the people of God in order that all may be tried unto the approval or con- 
demnation of the Lord. The momentary sadness I thus felt was soon dis- 
pelled when I thought of the ultimate triumph of the pure in heart, and the 
assurance I received from God that I should enjoy His presence and the 
fellowship of His people, and the possession of fathers, mothers, brothers, 
sisters, and my loving and pure wives and children eternally, if I would only 
remain faithful to my trust unto the end. It gives me pleasure to report the 
universal good feeling I have witnessed as possessed by all my brethren in 
prison, and with all those who now await sentence to go to prison for the 
Gospel’s sake, so much in contrast with the sadness of those who have faltered. 
Our enemies are more determined to erush us than ever, and to this end are 
mudtering all their forces and bringing to bear all their powers in the legisla- 
tive, judicial and executive departments of our government, unto the end 
that we may not only be afflicted in our bodies, but that we may be destroyed 
religiousty, socially and politically. The facts are, they fear us, and would 
destroy our growing power. As the government of Egypt feared the increase 
of uncient Israel, our parent government fears our increase under the Ever- 
lasting Covenant, and they: offer us every inducement to go back upon our 
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covenants with the Lord, and eo degrade our wives, bastardize our children, 
and cease our increase with the Lord. My brother George Q. was arrested 
last Saturday in Nevada, a reward of $500 being offered for his capture 
on the common charge of acknowledging and supporting his families. He is 
now confined to his bed, being in a very feeble state of health. He was very 
much bruised and severely wounded through falling from the railway train 
on his way back, while the train was in full motion, and to-day is ander 
$45,000 bonds to appear and undergo a trial on the charge of acknowledging 
and supporting his wives, the penalty for which, if this most cruel law is 
strictly enforced, will be—six months imprisonment and 6300 fine?

On the evening of the 19th ult; in Ephraim, Sanpete County, Niels 0 
Nielson, a boy 16 years of age, got a pistol belonging to his father’s uncle, 
Mr. Andrew F, Olson— with whom he was living from a drawer, and in ex- 
aminiug it the pistol was accidentally discharged, the fatal contents entering 
his brain just above the eye. He breathed for about one hour after being 
shot, bus never spoke.’ The boy’s father is: ‘in Denmark, and his mother is 
dead. 

On the 27th ult, John Smith, who robbed a Utah and N sheen Railway 
train in 1883, was sentenced to nine years imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
and on the evening of the same day, as he was being taken to prison by two 
guards, jumped from the wagon in which he was being conveyed and escaped 
in the darkness, A reward of $150 was offered for his capture, dead or alive, 
and he was recaptured on the following Monday by Mr. Phineas H. Young, 
who thus secured the reward.
